Public utility companies are 
among the largest and most 
consistant of newspaper  ad- 
vertisers.

Yet, the gas companies 
and power companies can not 
be accused of Wasting money 
On advertising. 

Expenditures of no business 
are more thoroughly question - 
ed or more carefully audited 
than those of a public utility 
company.

SOIL CONSERVATION NEWS 


By T. C. Self and Joe Wildman, §.C.S, 


Fish ponds and stock water 
ponds are found on many Cof- 
fee County farms, They range 
in size from a fraction of an 
acre to over 70 acres, Bach re- 
presents an investment of se. 
veral handred to several thou- 
sand dollars each, When we 
Spend this much money on a 
project we like to know the 
outcome, There are a number 
of things we need to know. 


Will the pond hold water if 
and when filled; Is there too 
much or too little water for a 
f00d pond; How many acres 
will be covered; and the appro- 
ximate cost of constructing and 
maintaining ete. 


Bach year personnel of the 
Soil Conservation Service in- 
vestigate many potential pond 
sites. The soils and surround- 
ing terrain are the first things 
that are observed. By using the 
soils auger it can be determin- 
ed whether good clay soils are 
near the surface. ‘These soils 
are checked particularly near 
the center of the stream or 
drainage area as the water will 
exert more pressure at these 
points, Usually filled or wash- 
ed in material is found near 
the stream avea. The length 
and height of the dam are de. 
termining cost factors. After 
these preliminary  investigat-

But at 90 degrees (if the pig 
is unprotected) it takes about 
500 pounds of feed to gain 100 
pounds. The same is true in 
cold weather. And for heavier 
pigs the spread is even greater. 
All of this leads me to think 
that shade and water in the 
Sumner and simple protection 
in the winter can mean more 
dollars for our Coffee County 
Farmers and 4-H Club mem- 
bers who have pig projects. Mr. 
Speed sent a letter this week 
to all farmers on the impor- 
tance of shade and shelter— 
Good money—making infor- 
mation for those who grow 
hogs.

LOCAL BUSINESS

A survey ofTexas housewiy- 
es by a private reseai¥h cont- 
pany shows that ninety percent 
of the women in Texas consi- 
der advertising a desirable fea- 
ture in newspapers. 

A much lower percentage of 
Texas women regard axivertis- 
ing in other media with favor. 
More than fifty per cent sald 
they would prefer TV without 
advertising, 

Reasons for liking newspaper 
advertising, according to the 
Survey, were: the value of 
newspaper ads as a shopping 
guide; the convenience of hav- 
ing a printed record for refer- 
ence; and the fact that news- 
paper advertising i§ under- 
Standable and believable. The 
Study indicated that women 
accept newspaper advertising 
with more faith than advertis- 
ing in any major medium. 

Of all the reasons given, 
faith is probably the most im- 
portant. Other advantages of 
advertising can exist only whén 
the public has faith in a medi- 
um and in the claims of the 
individual advertisers. 

Everyone has heard criticism 
of misleading acdvertising. Yet, 
such criticism has never been 
extended to retail advertising 
in newspapers. Your ney wspaper 
can hot afford to print qnes- 
tionable advertising. For cin- 
fidence is the most important 
commodity the newspaper sells. 

Similarly, the local merchant 
can not afford to use mislead- 
ing advertising or an unrelia- 
ble medium. He may be too 
quickly called to account. Hon- 
est information presented in a 
reliable medium is a necessary 
formula for good retail adver- 
tising. 

This combination of faith in 
the honesty of local merchants 
and belief in the local newspa- 
per, more than anything else, 
is responsible for the publie’s 
high regard for newspaper ad- 
vertising, .
